During  the  club  year,  the  board  of  directors  endeavored  to  continue  the  high 
quality  and  quantity  of  club- sponsored  events  and  activities  as  has  been  charac- 
teristic of  the  Farm  Credit  Club  in  the  past.

Those  changes 
provided  for  the  formal  election  of  the  club  editor  as  a member  of  the  board  of 
directors,  and  placed  a limitation  of  two  consecutive  terms  on  any  officer  or 
director  of  the  club  other  than  the  Executive  Secretary. 


Throughout  the  year  the  Club  has  received  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  its 
members,  the  various  committee  chairmen  and  their  associates,  and  Administration 
off icials.

However,  some  were  for  the  payment  of 
doctof  ‘bills, ''purchase  of  coal,  anti- 
freeze,' auto  license,  clothing,  and 
for  supplementing  funds  because  of 
the  delayed ‘receipt  of  a salary  check. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Treasurer  that 
all  loans  :made  by  the  Committee  have 
been  repaid  in  full,

However,  some  were  for  the  payment  of 
doctor1  bill's,  purchase  of  coal,  anti- 
freeze', auto  license,  clothing,  and 
for  supplementing  funds  because  -of 
the  delayed  receipt  of  a salary  check. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Treasurer  that 
all  loans  made  by  the  Committee  have 
been  repaid  in  full. 

GENERAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE  :

The  club  appointed  a general  service 
committee  to  assist  employees  through 
group  purchases  from  time  to  time. 

During  the  year  this  committee  arranged 
for  purchases  of  pecans,  peaches, 
vitamins,  cold  vaccine  tablets,  blue 
grass  seed,  canned  goods,  Christmas 
candies,  and  fur  coats.

$262,14  represented  book  fees,  $74.45 
book  sales,  and  $4.00  record  fees.  Fron 
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June  1,  1945,  to  October. 28,  1945,  the 
Library  made  no  charge  f or  borrowed 
books  returned  within  3 days  and 
charged  2 cents  for  each  succeeding  day. 

On  October  29  the  board  of  directors 
authorized  a revised  schedule  charging 
2 cents  for  each  day  with  no  charge 
for  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays. 

Life  and  Time  continue  the  most  popular 
magazines  in  the  Club  Room,  with  the 
New  Yorker  in  close  competition.
